Springs on th e afternoon of Feb­ 
ru ary 22, to h ear a native from 
K orea, 
Dr. 
G race Song Line, 
speak on “H er experiences in the 
O rient,” at th e home of 
Mrs. 
W alter Illick, Parocela and In ­ 
dian 
Trail 
streets, 
when 
the 
w om en of the Comm unity Church 
entertain w ith the p r o g r a m 
m eeting for February. 
Dr. Line is a member of 
the 
M ichigan S tate College staff, and 
the first O riental woman to re ­ 
ceive the D octor of Public Health 
degree in th e U nited States. She 
is a graduate of the University 
of Michigan. P rio r to coming to 
this country, she obtained 
her 
m edical degree in Tokyo. While 
Dr. Line w as a student in Japan, 
during the 
K orean Revolution 
against the Nipponese, she 
was 
seized by the Japs and thrown 
into prison for a month and to r­ 
tured daily, finally being released 
to die. She recovered and came 
to America w here she m arried 
an American, Winfield H. Line, 
w orld traveler and lecturer. 


IN JA P PRISO N 


In 1938 Dr. Line, accompanied 
by her husband, 
returned 
to 
K orea for a v isit where they suf­ 
fered from treatm ent by Japan­ 
ese spys, 
ending in tem porary 
im prisonm ent of Mr. Line. 
On 
th eir return to the United States 
the Lines gave more than 
four 
hundred lectures illustrated w ith 
colored movies on Korea, through­ 
o u t 
M ichigan 
and 
adjoining 
States, w arning America of J a ­ 
p an’s unfriendly attitude towards 
this country. 
Dr. Line has been called into 
consultation in W ashington num ­ 
erous times, including conferences 
w ith Mrs. R oosevelt and has been 
active in the w a r effort. For the 
past two y ears 
she has been 
teaching O riental languages and 
A siatic political 
background at 
th e M ichigan S tate College, for 
w hich she p repared her own text 
book. On account of illness, Dr. 
L ine was given a year’s leave of 
absence and since October, has 
been 
living 
quietly 
in Palm 
Springs. 
This will be her first speaking 
engagem ent. M r. and Mrs. Line 
are not spending all their tim e 
in relaxation 
b u t are making 
preparations fo r work to which 
they have been appointed by the 
College as special research agents 
for a new Foreign Institute de­ 
partm ent 
looking 
toward 
the 
training of students for post-war 
w ork in South America and Asia­ 
tic countries.

B E MORE CAREFUL 
DRIVING PAST SCHOOL BUSES 
Ju st last week a local 
high 
school student was struck down 
by a car ju st as he was ab o u t to 
board a school 
bus on Indian 
avenue. He w asn’t seriously h urt 
because he was lucky enough to 
fall clear of the wheels, b u t 
he 
m ight have been killed. T h en all 
the “sorrys” in the world would 
not have brought him back. We 
are sure th at accidents lik e this 
one can be avoided if the people 
of Palm Springs will drive more 
slowly and carefully w hen they 
pass the school buses. 
It is a State law that aU cars 
m ust stop behind the school buses 
when they are loading or unload­ 
ing students outside the city lim ­ 
its. When the buses are stopped 
inside the city limits, cars are 
supposed to come to a fu ll stop 
and then pass the bus, no t driv­ 
ing over 10 miles per hour. 
This year a few people have 
been careless about driving past 
the buses and some students have 
narrowly escaped being h it by 
cars that pass the school buses 
going 20 to 35 miles p er hour. 
This indicates the danger of pass­ 
ing a stopped school bus a t high 
speeds. 
So w hen you 
come 
upon a 
school bus either stop or 
drive 
slowly past it, 
depending 
on 
w hether you are driving in 
the 
open country or in business 
or 
residential districts. You m ay be 
in a hurry, 
but your slowing 
down m ay prevent a serious acci­ 
dent or even a student’s life.

gasoline w ithout difficulty is “in 
a large degree, up to themselves.” 


USING TOO MUCH 


"The Pacific Coast has been us­ 
ing m ore than its quota of gaso­ 
line,” Mr. Lippm an said. “The re ­ 
sult has been periodic gas fam ­ 
ines. 
This condition will continue, 
and w ill get increasingly worse, 
unless those to whom extra priv­ 
ileges have been granted cease 
the practice of giving away, or 
selling, coupons not needed by 
them . 
“It w ould be foolhardy to claim 
that OPA, or any other group, 
could determ ine to the exact gal­ 
lon how m uch an essential user 
should have. This has, unfortun­ 
ately, resulted in the ‘loose cou­ 
pon’ evil. 


TURN THEM BACK 


“A m otorist who gives a friend 
an

coupon 
m ay feel that he is comm itting no 
serious crime. B ut the fact re­ 
m ains th at those three gallons, 
used for non-essential driving, 
w ill one day be denied to a m an 
who requires the use of his ve­ 
hicle in vital w ar work.

Occasion of the m eeting was the 
presence in Palm Springs of three 
OPA 
representatives:

District, 
W illiam 
S. 
Pearee, gasoline field representa­ 
tive and Harold L. Record 
of 
Riverside, who is a regular w eek, 
ly visitor to the boards in 
this 
area, being the field agent for the 
Board Operation division at Los 
Angeles. 


DISCUSS PROBLEMS 


The program was devoted to 
num erous confusing and compli­ 
cated situations, some of them 
old, some new, due to changes in 
regulations. 
The 
public little 
realizes the scope of work laid 
out for these boards, w ith 
the 
never ending changes in ration­ 
ing programs. Lengthy discussions 
covered such m atters as restraint 
of mileage issues; phases of black- 
m arketing and w hat boards can 
do to elim inate some of the prac­ 
tices in use; tires and their scar­ 
city and one m atter in particular 
affecting m any living in this area. 
Following suggestions coming 
from time to time from 
head­ 
quarters and seeking to clarify 
the issue of rations to m ilitary 
personnel and their families, 
it 
has been determ ined th at all sol­ 
diers assigned to the desert m a­ 
neuver area, Camp Young, Camp 
Coxcomb, G ranite M ountain, and 
so on, who already m ust contact 
their post transportation com m it­ 
tee for all ration m atters, are re ­ 
quired to obtain their gas, as w ell 
as tires, through the board 
at 
Indio. The ration officer a t head­ 
quarters in the desert connects 
w ith Indio three tim es w eekly 
and thus facilitates this business. 
This holds 
true 
regardless of 
w here the service m an’s fam ily 
m ay live in this area, in Indio, 
Palm Village, C athedral City, or 
Palm Springs.

The list sent me from 
OFRO contained names of men 
and women familiar to everyone 
who has had any thing to do 
with the W. P. A. or the S. R. A.

times found in the debris left by 
the receeding w aters. 
But the bird is really not at all 
particular as to w here it lives. 
It may be found in attics, steeples, 
towers, hollow trees, barns, aban­ 
doned buidings, and under 
the 
thick dead eaves of the W ashing­ 
ton palm. 


FOOD HABITS GOOD 


We know a good deal 
about 
the feeding-habits 
of the barn 
owl, and they are usually most 
commendable. T he bird has hab­ 
its which m ake the study of its 
food convenient and accurate; the 
food is sw allow ed in large chunks, 
w ithout any chew ing, the whole 
head of a mouse, for instance, 
being taken 
a t a single gulp. 
Then after a tim e, the indigest­ 
ible parts such as bones and fur, 
are done up into a neat little 
pellet and throw n up. As the owl 
always comes back to the same 
place to digest his food, the pile 
of pellets on the ground below 
accum ulates to a large size, and 
an exam ination of this pile will 
show w hat our friend has had 
for dinner every evening for the 
past several years. An interest­ 
ing survey 
of 
one 
of 
these 
kitchen-m iddens 
w as made in 
A ustralia by Mr. Lea, working 
for the governm ent. He found 
that the food of a single barn ¡ 
owl in one year consisted of 1407 
mice, 143 rats, 7 bats, 5 young 
rabbits, 375 sparrow s, 23 star­ 
lings, 24 other birds, 4 small liz­ 
ards, 174 frogs, 25 large night 
moths, 52 crickets, and a few oth­ 
er insects, m ostly beetles. This 
bird ate alm ost its own weight 
every night! A nd it is to be no­ 
ticed th at the vast majority of 
anim als eaten are injurious to 
man in some w ay. 
We are beginning to appreciate 
the birds value in this country. 
As an exam ple of its economic 
significance, 
Dr. 
M erriam 
has 
compiled a few figures. He tells 
us that a good m any years ago, 
in Pennsylvania, a bounty of 50c 
each was paid for the scalp 
of 
each haw k and ow l brought in. 
Barn owls outnum bered all oth­ 
ers in num bers of bounties claim­ 
ed. In 18 m onths, $90,000 in boun­ 
ties was paid, in order to protect 
the farm ers from a loss of, at the 
most, $1,875! Furtherm ore, if we 
consider th at every mouse does 
two cents w orth of damage each

vals; as soon as one comes along, 
it is incubated together w ith the 
first. This keeps up u ntil 
the 
last egg is hatched, and by that 
time, the baby th a t emerged from 
the first egg is quite a sizeable 
young owl. In fact, the youngest 
brother som etim es starves, being 
w eaker and slow er in reaching 
for food; or he m ay be tram pled 
to death by his big brothers and 
sisters. 


WHEN THEY WORK 


It is w hile th e young are in 
the nest that th e parents really 
have to “hum p them selves.” They 
must not only keep up w ith their 
own personal 
food-quota, 
but 
must also feed each of the babies 
more than its ow n w eight every 
day. W illiam Finley once deter­ 
mined to see ju st how m uch 
a 
baby barn ow l could eat. 
His 
subject 
sw allowed 
eight mice 
w ith scarcely a pause for breath, 
then swallowed most of the ninth 
—all but the tail, which hung 
out of the youngster's m outh un­ 
til digestion m ade more room in­ 
side. Then, only three hours later, 
the little glutton devoured four 
more mice! So you see w h at the 
parent owls are up against. The 
pile of pellets grow s most rapidly 
These babies are real chips off 
the old block. Their claws 
are 
well developed, and they know 
it; just visit th e nest w hen the 
well developed, and they know it; 
just visit the nest when the old 
folks are aw ay on a hunting trip, 
and the little w arriors w ill flop 
over on their backs and wave 
their feet at you. And woe betide 
the hand that tries to sneak past 
those young talons! A fter one or 
two experiences, you will respect 
them and refuse 
politely 
but 
firmly to shake hands. 
At close range in the daylight, 
the barn owl m ay look comical 
its home is not neatly kept and 
may even sm ell bad; bu t to see 
it a-w ing is to see the queen of 
the night. Its often-repeated cry 
of “tcheeee-ick!” serves only 
to 
emphasize the noiseless perfec­ 
tion of its flight, and as it floats 
buoyantly past, you don’t care if 
it never catches another rat. The 
owl itself is th e excuse it need 
offer 
for 
existing.—(Copyright 
1944 by the P alm Springs D esert 
Museum, Inc.)
